True enough, the iced tea season is 
upon us, and what is more re tieshing 
than a tall glass of this beverage, serv­ 
ed with lemon, chm l ies or mint leaves. 
The me< hani< a1 refrigerator, with ifs 
unlim ited supply of ice tubes, comes 
into its own during the Summer, when 
cold drinks are a happy sight after a 
weary day. 
One of the most im portant rules for 
coffee-making, freshly boiled water, is 
a stern necessity for good tea. A hot 
teapot is another “ m u st” 
Tea must 
neither stand a long period, nor boil. 
F ill a china or earthen teapot with 
boiling water and let stand until thor­ 
oughly heated. 
Pour out the water. 
F o r each cup, measure into the pot 
one-half to one teaspoon tea and one- 
half cup freshly boiling water. 
Ind i­ 
vidual taste and the quality of the tea 
must determine the quantity used. 
Let stand, covered, in a warm place 
for three to five minutes. Strain and 
dilute with boiling water to taste. I se 
fresh tea leaves for each steeping. 
Never warm over leaves of left-over 
ten. Much tannin is extracted by this 
method. 
Tea is not a substitute for food, a l­ 
though its stim ulating effect is imme­ 
diate, The stim ulating property is due 
to the alkaloid, theine, together with 
an essential oil. Analysis has proved 
that tea is rich in protein. Nutriment, 
however, is gained only through the 
sugar and cream served with it 
Tea epicures prefer to serve Chilla 
tea clear, with no additions to d i s g u i s e 
the delicate flavor of the tea. 
Fo r afternoon teas, there are inter­ 
esting variations, such as Maraschino 
cherries, thin slices 
of 
lemon 
and 
orange, .-••tm k with two or three doves 
each. sugar in blocks or fancy shapes, 
br rock candy. 
As for Iced tea, quick chilling re­ 
sents in a (dearer product aud a finer 
flavor. M ike the tea extra si rung and

Strained lemon juice is even more 
desirable to s> i ve Ilion lemon slices,

THE NEW JE RSEY PLAN 
During the period from June 14 
to June 19 of the historic year 1787, 
members of the Constitutional C on ­ 
vention took part in a discussion 
which had a profound influence on 
the form and 
the future of our 
government. 
Briefly, they debated whether the 
new Constitution should assume, in 
general, the form we know today, or i 
should cling closely to the earlier 
pattern of the Articles of Confedera­ 
tion. which had proved so un satis­ 
factory. 
Into that discussion—s t :ared just a 
century and a half ago tins * •, k .k 
the red-brick structure of Indepen­ 
dence H all—entered m any fam ous 
m en. 
Among them were the calm and 
deliberate Jam es Madison, of Vir­ 
ginia, who would later become our 
fourth President; the flashing A lex­ 
ander Hamilton, of New York, who 
became our first Secretary of the 
Treasury; and the brilliant lawyer, 
Jam es Wilson, of Pennsylvania, who 
was to serve as one of the original 
members of the United States S u ­ 
preme Court. 
Like its predecessors, the debate 
was 
marked 
by an 
extraordinary 
knowledge of history and of gov­ 
ernm ent on the part of delegates. 
It has been com puted th a t in the 
discussions which occupied the early 
weeks of the Convention, references 
were m ade to the governm ents of 
tw enty-tw o 
nations, 
both

and m odem , evidencing a thorough 
understanding of the p rob lem ; and 
institutions of Greece, Rome, France, 
England, Switzerland, Holland and 
the then G erm an states.

There were other differences a f ­ 
fecting the nature and exten t of 
le g is la t iv e a u th o r ity , t h e federal

Still another set of proposals was 
offered in an address by Alexander 
Hamilton. His suggestions included 
election of both the C hief E xecutive 
and members of the S en ate "to serve 
during good behaviour,” with powers 
far beyond those contem plated in 
either the Virginia or the New Jer- 
s< v Plan 
Probably because of their 
resemblance to m onarchial forms of 
governm ent, the H am ilton su gges­ 
tions were neither referred to by 
any com m ittee nor considered by the 
Convention. 
Finally the Virginia Plan, the formi 
closest of Hic three to our present* 
Constitution, was approved by the 
Com m ittee of the Whole, and favor­ 
ably reported to the Convention.
